MINUTES of the Pb-IVy Council of Ireland, respecting the Deaneries 
of Down and Raphoe. 



AT a Council held at the Council Chamber, Dublin Castle, on Friday the 
1 8th of April 1834 j

THE Board proceeded to the consideration of the state of the Deaneries of Down 
and Raphoe with reference to the 124th section of the Act 3 & 4 Will. IV. c. 37, 
to alter and amend the Laws relating to the Temporalities of the Church in 
Ireland. 

Read, Order of the 21st March last, appointing this day for hearing the Deans 
of Down and Raphoe respectively by their Counsel, as prayed by their Memorials 
regarding the application of the provisions of the 124th section of the above- 
mentioned Act, to their Deaneries. 

Read, Memorial of the Dean of Down of 22d of March, adverting to the said 
order, and submitting his desire to withdraw the application contained in his 
former Memorial, to be heard by his Counsel in this matter ; also expressing his 
■willingness to submit cheerfully to whatever decision the Lord Lieutenant and 
Privy Council may come to with respect to the Deanery of Down. 

Read, Letter from the Dean of Down, of 17th April, stating that it is his desire 
that the question respecting his Deanery should be considered without reference 
to the circumstance of his having resigned the living of Dromore, of uLichhe had 
been in possession, and that tlfe case should be considered exactly as if the Deanery 
were now vacant 

The Dean of Down did not appear by Counsel. Mr. Moore appeared as 
Counsel for the Dean of Raphoe, and was heard on his behalf touching the income 
and liabilities of the Deanery, and then withdrew. 

The Board examined that part of the Report of the Commissioners of Eccle- Page 515, Report, 
siastical Inquiry of April 1831, which relates to the Deanery of Raphoe, and the 
recommendation and suggestions of the Commissioners as to the future arrange- 
ments proper to be sanctioned with respect to said Deanery and its members ; viz.

Of this charge, it is proposed ty applot 40/. upon each of the four new beneficies, 
amounting to 160 L, and 143 /. upon the deanery ; which sums will be found to be in pro- 
portion to their net incomes. It is proposed to give to each of the three which have 
residences, 310 1. net ; 40 1. for the charges, 10^. per cent, for collection, and to give Bright 
50/. in addition for a residence; thus the gross incomes of those four would be as 
follows : — 

Bright, 310 L net ; 40/. charge; 50 L house ; to /. per cent, collection - £.440 
Bailee, 310 L net ; 40 L charge ; 10 per cent, ditto . - - . 385 

Ballycutter, the same --------- - 385 

Saul, the same - -- -- -- -- -- 385 

The Commissioners propose that one-fourth of Bailee shall be added to Ardglass, which 
would be about 149 and taking off the 9 1 ., as this parish will not bear part of the 
charge, the sum to be given would be 140/. The underneath table shows the income in 
lithe-composition at present enjoyed by each of the four perpetual curates, and also the 
sums to be given to them from the Dean’s income to make up the gross amount, as above ; 
together with the sum to be given to Ardglass.
